III. Claims 12-19, drawn to an apparatus having a digital signal processor, a 
content storage, a block manager, a clip overlap comparator, and a clip 
compiler, classified in class 386, subclass 124. 

IV. Claims 20-25 and 48-49, drawn to a method of restoring a data block, 
classified in class 386, subclass 46. 

V Claims 26-43 and 50-51 , drawn to a method of generating a golden 
master of an audio recording, classified in class 386, subclass 96. 

VI. Claims 52-54, drawn to a business method, classified in class 705, 
subclass 1 . 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
